AND DESCRIBED DESIRED RESULTS AS PLAN OF ACTION FOR NEW 

WORLD ORDER IN ECONOMIC FIELD. PAKISTANI REP AKHUND 

SAW SIMILAR BUT MORE MODEST OUTCOME. FRG REP GEHLHOFF 

BELIEVED EC-9 MORE INTERESTED IN PRAGMATIC CONSIDERATIONS 

OF WHAT WOULD TAKE PLACE AND WHAT WOULD BE EXPECTED TO 

EMERGE. ASYG KITTANI TOUGHT CURRENT ECONOMIC SITUATION 

MIGHT MARK TURNING POINT OF POSTWAR WORLD AND GA SHOULD ONLY BE SEEN 

AS START TOWARD RESOLUTION OF PROBLEMS BUILDING UP OVER

NOTICE YUGOSLAV AIM IS TO GET UK AND US TO MOVE AWAY FROM STATUS QUO 
TOWARD NEW ECONOMIC ORDER. HIS SUGGESTIONS FOR TAKING CARE OF 
BURDEN OF ADDITIONAL COSTS FOR PETROLEUM IMPORTS TO UNDERDEVELOPED 
WORLD INCLUDED TWO-TIER PRICING, REINVESTMENT OF ADDITIONAL INCOME 
OF OIL PRODUCERS IN UNDERDEVELOPED WORLD, ETC. HE REJECTED 
IDEA OF USING COMITE 2 ON GROUNDS IT WOULD UTILIZE 
ECONOMIC ORGAN FOR POLITICAL SESSION. 

ASKED FOR HIS VIEWS, AMB SCHAUFELE SAID HE DID NOT UNDER- 
ESTIMATE MAGNITUDE OF WORLD ECONOMIC PROBLEMS, SOLUTION OF WHICH 
WOULD CONTRIBUTE TO FUTURE INTERNATIONAL PEACE AND SECURITY,

DETAIL IN MORE APPROPRIATE FORA. IF DEBATE BECAME CONTENTIOUS, 

CHANCES OF SUCCESS BE MUCH DIMINISHED, HE ADDED.

DELIBERATELY "LEFT IN DARK" ON UPCOMING GA. ALGERIANS, HE SAID

POSITION AS HIGHLY DESIRABLE. ACCORDING TO LOGAN (UK), WHAT 
UK HAS IN MIND IS TO ATTEND AS "APRTICIPATING OVSERVER" WITHOUT 
INTNETION OF TAKING PART UNLESS MOVE DEVELOPS TO MAKE 
PREPARATIONS FOR WDC OR TERMS OF RES CREATING COMITE 
OTHERWISE VILATED. IDEA WOULD BE TO ATTEND FIRST ONE

DURING COMMISSIONS DISCUSSION OF WORLD POPULATION PLAN OF
